LOS ANGELES WP> Federal 
District Judge Leon R Yankwich 
made permanent today an injunc¬ 
tion upholding citrus marketing 
provisions under the Agricultural ‘ 
Adjustment act. 

The injuunction, first granted 
on a temporary basis on April 4, 
is in favor of the government 
against Hugh David Edwards, 
Colton fruit shipper, and enjoins 
him from shipping oranges from 
California in vialation of the pro- j 
rate quotas established by the 
secretary of agriculture Jan. 26. 

The government contended that 
although the United States su¬ 
preme court invalidated portions 
of the AAA. other parts of the 
measure, including those under 
which the citrus quotas were 
made, were still in operation. 
Stable Prices Sought 

“It. is an economic truism that 
a staMe price structure affects 
production,” said Judge Yankwich ’ 
in his decision. 

“Everywhere, and particularly 
in the United States, the efforts 
toward economic recovery have 
been directed towards establish¬ 
ing a stable priest structure that 
would encourage and thus restore 
the unbalanced economic life. 

“To deny to congress its plenary 
power over commerce upon the 
presumption that in some indirect 
way such a control may induce 
persons to increase production 
voluntarily would, if carried to its 
ultimate cori' lusion, cripple and de¬ 
stroy the power

WASHINGTON. UP) — Emer. 
gency buying of cattle in tht 
drought area by the Agricultural 
Adjustment administration t h i i 
year has amounted to only a small 
fraction of the 1934 purchases. 

The AAA’s records showed to¬ 
day the purchase of only 2964 
head since the first purchases 
were authorized June 20. 

During the 1934 drought, the 
AAA bought 8,280,000 head of 
cattle at a cost of approximately 
$ 112 , 000,000 in order to prevent 
demoralization of prices because 
of forced selling. In addition, $7,- 
000,000 was spent for sheep and 
goats, for which no authorization 
has been made this year.

Is Beauty 
Treatment

Foot ailments are at the root of 
many a facial wrinkle, say the 
orthopedic spec odists, and cer¬ 
tainly no one will deny that hag¬ 
gard, aging lines on the face are 
often caused by Corning, tortured 
feet. So, if, you want a calm, 
youthful, unfurro '-ed brow and a 
graceful carriage look to your 
feet! 

A new brush has been designed 
especially for massaging and 
cleansing the feet. The firm, 
resilient bristles soften and even¬ 
tually help remove painful har¬ 
dened callouses and they exercise i 
and relax the muscles of the feet. 

The Treatment 

Here is the foot treatment mak¬ 
ing use of the convenient new 
brush: 

After your bath and while you | 
are still in the tub, work up a good ’ 
lather on the foot brush by rubbing i 
the cake of soap directly on the j 
brush. Using a roiary massage 
movement start brushing from the 
toes to the ankle on one side, then 1 
repeat on the other side of the foot. 
Give particular atti ntion to the 
arches, ankles and heels of the 
foot.

Next take each toe and brush it, 
using a rotary motion.

Scrub Hand 

The skin on the soles of the feet 
is very tough so do not. be afraid 
to use too much soap or scrubbing 
with the brush to loosen the ac¬ 
cumulated callouses. Of course, 
you cannot scrub them away with 
a single treatment, but keep it up 
every night for a week and see 
what pretty feet you have sud¬ 
denly acquired. 

After the s< t bl it rinse th< 
feet first in warm and then very 
cold water. This tones the skin and 
muscles after the warm bath. Dry 
thoroughly and massage with cold 
i ream or lanoline. This is soothing 
to the feet and aids in softi nine 
the hardened areas like corns and 
callouses. 

Wipe away the ec, s.s cream 
with tissues, and as a final step 
rub the feet well with a pad of cot 
ton soaked in bathing alcohol or 
astringent. This removes every 
particle of cream and leaves tie 
feet cool, dry and refreshed.

Program for 
Summer Is 
Sumarized

There has been no more general 
topic of conversation throughout 
this scorching summer than that 
of keeping cool. Collecting the 
ideas used by different people for 
lowering one’s temperature is 
amounting to a favorite sport. 

Keeping cool in hot weather is 
not merely a question of imme¬ 
diate comfort but often of health 
Itself. No official health report will 
ever be able to tabulate the num¬ 
ber of deaths occurring in torrid 
weather that could, if the truth 
were known, be traced to too sud¬ 
den change from excessive heat to 
cold. 

The fact that different people 
suffer so differently in the same 
heat means that much of the 
trouble lies with ourselves. Many 
people lose their appetites or crave 
only cold things. Now, the fact is 
that high temperatures are a con¬ 
siderable drain on the system. We 
should eat at least as much as we 
do at other seasons but our food 
should be carefully selected. Foods 
| that put any tax on your digestion 

and I am speaking to the in¬ 
dividual-should be avoided. 

Water in abundance must be 
drunk but too much ice water 
chills the stomach and hinders its 
work. 

Hot foods are more digestible 
hut they must be attractive and 
palatable. There are millions of 
■ people who never forego their hot 
j tea in the afternoon whatever the 
weatherman says. Of course, a hot 
drink draws the blood to the inside 
and away from the outside. 

The whole theory of cooling de¬ 
pends on evaporating moisture. 
Then think of some way to have 
that process going on. Sprinkle the 
awnings —and be sure to have 
some shelter for your windows 
rather than closing them. Where 
there are vines, they can be kept 
sprinkled. 

The death toll by drowning 
keeps up in spite of all warnings. 
Wait at least until you get your 
breath before plunging into the 
water. The daily schedule should 
he trimmed somewhere. Better 
rest little and often and avoid an 
involuntary vacation due to heat 
prostration. Frequent bathing, es¬ 
pecially in a shower, a bit of lemon 
juice or salt in the drinking water, 
j good food as you need it and rest, 
i That's the best summer program.

The 
retailer, wholesaler, manufacturer, tobacco l.af jobber, 
farmer, cigaret paper manufacturer, tin foil and cello¬ 
phane men, and freight companies all pass along their 
share of the taxes which went into production and dis¬ 
tribution of those two packages. You pay at least 14, 
possibly 15 cents in assorted taxes on the cigarets.
